The family lived at 001 Cornelius 
street. The deaths are supposed to 
have resulted from the accideatal turn- 
ing on of a gas jet in the sleeping 
rooms. 


LASALLE, 111., July 5—The celebra- 
tion here had a sad ending l^t night 
and three persons are fatally injured as 
the result of an accident during the 
fireworks dispiay. A bomb rocket was 
sent up, but after going a short distance, 
it fell and exploded, setting fire to a 
large quantity of fireworks which ex- 
ploded with terrific force. There were 
6,000 people within a block of the place 
at the time and a terrible panic fol- 
lowed, Horses ran away and the crowds 
stampeded crushing women and chil- 
dren under foot. One hundred persons 
were more or less seriously injured. 
William Tahl, of Tampico, III., was 
struck by a rocket on the head and 
was so seriously injured that the physi- 
cians say he cannot live. Dan Cahill 
had his leg shattered by exploding fire- 
works and was trampled on by the 
crowd, suffering injuries which may 
prove fatal. 
Harry Kenney, a waif who 
says his parents live in California, was 
horribly burned about the face, head 
and arms. His injuries may prove 
fatal. 
Harry Joy, of Wenona, had his 
arm broken. 
A number of women and 
children were injured. 
The adjoining 
buildings,which caught fire, were saved 
by the fire department.

BOSTON, July 
5 — T h e 
'little red 
school house" parade in East Boston 
yesterday, gotten up by the Patriotic 
Sons of America, and held in the after, 
noon because the East Boston Carnival 
association refused it a place in the 
morning parade, led to the most extra- 
ordinary scene Boston has seen in many 
years. 
John H, Wills was shot dead, 
Michael Boyle was clubbed by a police 
man so severely that his death at the 
city hospital is only a matter of a iew 
houra, and several men were wouuded 
slightly by the dozen or so of shots 
fired, by stones thrown and by the 
policemen's clubs. 


The trouble began when the parade 
started at 1:30 p. m. from White street. 
On Monday the board of aldermen re- 
fused the Patriotic Sons of America a 
permit to parade. 
Tuesday Governor 
Greenhalge ordered the Boston police 
commissioners to go to East Boston and 
examine the case, and as a result the 
police were commanded to give the 
parade its protection. As the column 
started it was completely encircled by a 
cordon of police, who not alone led the 
column but flanked both sides of it for 
a hundred yards. 
Such a police detail 
had never been seen in East Boston. 
There were 300 policemen under the 
command of Deputy Pierce and Captain 
Irish. 


There were in all about I 200 men in 
the parade. It was headed by the "lit- 
tle red schoolhouse," a fac simille of 
the regulation New England school- 
house, seen in all New England states. 
The march along Meridian street was 
accomplished without trouble, but at 
the corner of Saratoga street the row 
began. A lodge of the A. P. A. was 
rounding the corner when the collifcion 
with the crowd occurred. The police 
were so far ahead that they knew noth- 
ing of the rumpOs 
Hats were battered, 
sticks were used and a general fight 
precipitated. 
This was the beginning. 
All along Saratoga street it was kept 
up, the rear end of the column giving 
and taking with the crowd. 


At the corner of Brooks and Sara- 
toga streets two young men drove up 
in a wagon with two small Irish fldgs 
on the horse's head. 
The driver, 
Boyle, was hauled from his seat, and by 
the time three platoons of police came 
up the worst fight of all was going on. 
John Quirk was struck by a stone and 
nearly killed. 
Boyle got to his feet 
just in time to meet the charge of the 
police and his skull was laid bare and 
probably fractured. 
Patrick A. Kelly 
had the back of his head split open in 
one of the fights. 


The fatal ending came after the dis- 
missal of the participating lodges by 
the grand marshal. 
All along the line 
of march, men in the columns repeat- 
edly fired salutes into the air from re- 
volvers, making four shots with each 
loading. A Boston lodge of the A. P. 
A. was marching along Border street to 
the ferry. In front of the Atlantic 
works a collision occurred with a crowd 
that filled the sidewalk. In the melee 
about thirty shots were fired, and it 
was here that Willis was instantly 
killed. He was shot through the head. 
Harold G. Brown and Joseph Koss 
have been arrested on the evidence of 
the spectators as two of those who did 
the shooting. 
The police arrived after 
Willis' death and escorted. the A. P. 
A.'s to the ferry and across to Boston.

Swartz was a well-known 
Fort Wayne Medical college student 
and for a time studied with Dr. Kesler. 
Swartz wag charged with killing his 
brother-in-law in Michigan shortly after 
leaving this city, last October. The 
evidence upon which he was senteoced 
for life imprisonment was purely cir- 
cumstantial and many persons believe 
the man innocent. 
A dispatch from 
Three Rivers, Mich., would indicate 
that there is strong likelihood that 
•uch is the case. 
The dispatch is as 
follows: 


"SheriflF Seekell, of St. Joseph coun- 
ty, has arrested Harry A Cowan, at 
Cambridge, III. The sherifi says Cow- 
an will be tried for the murder of Wil- 
lard N. Johnson, the same crime for 
which Del Swaraz recently began serv- 
ing a life sentence in Jackson prison. 
The crime was committed the night of 
October 12, 1894 Sherift" Seekell has 
been of the opinion that Swartz was 
innocent and thinks he bai now the 
guilty man. 
Cowaa was in this vicin- 
ity in October, 189i, and pretended to 
be the advance agent of the • Mystic 
English Royal Railroad show. 
Seekell, 
to avoid the comment of peopk», it is 
alleged, arrested Cowan for swindling a 
man out of $3 at White Pigeon, a very 
small amount to trouble Governor Rich 
for requisition to bring him to Michi- 
gan for. October 12 Cowan drove a 
white livery horse from Centerville, 
and was on that night in the vicinity of 
the horrible murder. 
The presence of 
a white horse was cne of the strongest 
pieces of evidence which convicted 
Swartz, and he, with another man, was 
seen at Farrand bridge, where the 
body of Johnson was thrown into the 
St, Joseph river. It is now supposed 
this uhknown man was Cowan and the 
fact that he mysteriously disappeared 
at that time looks suspicious. 
Swartz's 
family say Cowan is the guilty man, 
and the reason Dal Swartz did not ap- 
pear on the witness stand is attributed 
to the fact that he knew not Cowan's 
whereabouts and that all this time 
Swartz's detective has been hunting 
for him. It seems Seekell has known 
of Cowan's connection with the mys- 
tery for some time. He repeatedly 
stated he believed Swartz was innocent. 
He has been working secretly and no 
doubt has suflficient evidence to war- 
rant the steps he has taken. The 
prosecution is working quietly and 
refuses to say much concerning the 
matter."

"The facts of the case are, so far as 
the mayor's court took cogizance of 
them, that Smith came to town night 
before last with a female whom he had 
met in bawdy house No. II at Mont- 
pelier. 
He anJ the woman put up at a 
south side hostelry that night as man 
and wife 
Yesterday they put in the 
day in the woods, as man and wife 
rarely do, making occasional incursions 
to the south side beer emporiums for 
refreshments. 
One of these trips took 
them to Brandamour's place where 
Smith traded a counterfeit dollar for a 
quart of beer and the proper change. 
After Smith departed Brandamour dis- 
covered that a counterfeit dollar had 
been imposed on him and he made a 
"holler." 
Marshall 
Shambarger ar- 
rested Smith and his girl as they were 
making for the Lake Erie and Western 
station to take the train for Mont- 
pelier. 


"The couple were taken to Mayor 
Bonham's court where a charge of 
counterfeiting 
was placed 
against 
Smith and one of prostitution against 
the girl, who gave her name as Jennie 
Markwood and said she roomed with a 
lady friend at Montpelier. 
Smith said 
the dollar had been given him by a 
Montpelier watch mender and he as- 
serted that he had no knowledge of its 
spurious character. He asked for a 
chance to exonerate himself. 
Putting 
up two f aO certificates of deposit on 
the Hamilton National bank of Fort 
Wayne as security, he and the woman 
drove to Montpelier in charge of Mar- 
shal Shambarger, last night, to straight- 
en out the difficulty. At Montpelier 
the marshal found that Smith had 
stated the truth about the manner in 
which the counterfeit dollar came into 
his possession. 
The watch mender 
acknowledged that he had given it to 
him, and the charge of counterfeiting, 
as far as Smith was concerned, fell to 
the ground. 


"This morning Smith pleaded guilty 
in Mayor Bonham's court to associating 
with prostitutes, and his fine and costs 
amounted to $19 50. 
Miss Markwood 
had already been charged up with 
$14.50 for prostitution, 
and Smith 
cashed one of his certificates to pay 
both fines.

by Special Agent and Engineer Roy M. 
Stone. 
Some attention is given to con- 
vict road work in the south and es- 
pecially in North Carolina, and J. A. 
Holmes, of the state road association, is 
quoted in advocacy of the actual em- 
ployment of convicts except for the 
preparation of crushed stone at quar- 
ries. 


The plan is advocated by J. N. Brew- 
ster in the Good Roads Magazine. 
He 
would have a state plant established at 
points near the present state prisons 
for the production of broken stone in 
sizes available for road building. 
This 
product he would have delivered in 
the various sections of the state at a 
uniform price, an average being 
fi^d 
high enough to cover the cost to the 
state. 
Each section is to be given an 
equal opportunity with all the others 
for the purchase of the stone, in pro- 
portion to its length of road. 
This 
plan, he believes, would give the con- 
Y'.cts employment, and at the same 
time afford a fair supply of cheap road 
materials. 


Many objections can be raised to this 
system, yet it seems to have found 
favor in some of the states. 
Delaware 
has passed a road law with provisions 
of this character, a similar law has been 
proposed for Iowa, and provisions not 
very difierent have been adopted in 
California. 
At Clinton prison, in New 
York, there has been a trial of convict 
roadmaking, but it does not appear 
that the system was economical enough 
to warrant its general adoption. 


The discussion of plans is encourag- 
ing mainly as an indication that inter- 
est in 
g o o d roads is growing, and that 
improvement is sure to come. 
At this 
time it is impossible to say what plan 
will prove most advantageous. , Prob- 
ably what will be best for one state will 
not meet the needs of another state 
with widely different conditions. Each 
must work out the problem in its own 
way, taking into consideration the ma- 
terials available, the nature of the pres- 
ent roads, the cost of transportation 
and all other factored The gratifying 
iact at present is that there is agitation 
of the subject enough to insure road 
improvement at an early day 
In 
many of the states the governors in 
their annual messages have given the 
subject special attention, and local dis- 
ouiiBion of the subject is noted oil every 
hand. On many accounts it is desir- 
able that convict labor should be em- 
ployed in roadmaking, but it should 
not be undertaken until some plan is 
en\olved which will overcome a ma 
jority of the objections now raised

The new fiscal year of the United 
States govi-rnment, which began this 
week, promises to bring a much more 
satisfactory financial record than the 
two years which preceded it. 
There is 
every reason to believe that the re 
ceipts of the government will equal the 
expenditures and that the record of de 
ficits which has been carried on from 
month to month for more than two 
years past will end with the current 
month. 
The June revenue exceeded 
the expenditures by about two million 
dollars. 
This month the payment of 
interest and of some other accounts 
which fall due at the serai annual peri 
ods, will make the total expenditure 
somewhat greater than the receipts 
but after those payments are made, the 
treasury department expects clear sail

The record for the entire year now 
beginning is almost certain to show a 
surplus of revenues. 
This anticipation 
is based on the expectation that the 
improvement in business now in pro 
gress will continue. 
No one who is in 
formed on the subject doubts that the 
Wilson law will provide adequate reve- 
nues for the government in times of 
normal trade conditions. 
The deficits 
of the past two years were the results 
of the reduced volume of business, the 
lessened consumption of liquors and to- 
bacco and the falling off in i^urchases 
of imported goods. 


The deficit of the fiscal year just 
closed amounted to forty-three and one- 
half million dollars. 
If the income tax 
law had not bean declared unconstitu- 
tional the revenue from that would 
have been sufficient almost, if not fully, 
to meet this deficit, so that Secretary 
Carlisle's estimates of last December 
were about right. 
The deficit of the 
preceding year was nearly seventy mil- 
lions, making 113 millions for the two 
years. 
In that time three issues of 
bonds aggregating 175 million dollars, 
for the purpose of maintaining the gold 
reserve, were made, so that the nation- 
al treasury now contains sixty-four mil- 
lions more than it held two years ago, 
notwithstanding the great deficit. The 
cash balance at the present time is 195 
millions, of which 107 milliocs is in 
gold and is held to redeem the out- 
standing demand obligations of the 
government in the form of United 
States notes and treasury notes of 1890 
when they are presented for payment. 
A large part of the remaining eighty 
eight millions is available to meet any 
possible deficits, so there is no reason 
for any uneasiness over the revenues of 
the treasury for the current year. 


Drunken Newspaper Men. 


A dull red flush of shame must have 
•lowly crept over the face of every de- 
cent newspaper man in America as he 
read the closing proceedings of the Bal- 
tic canal festivities. 
The only incident 
that man-eel the dignity of the ceremo- 
niesj^on that occasion was the drunken 
spree of the correspondents and report- 
ers. 
If the story told is true, it also 
throws a calcium light on the status of 
journalists in the German empire. 


Not a ne'vrspaper editor in England, 
Germany or the United States would 
have been considered good enough to be 
invited as a guest to any of Little Bil- 
lee's feasts on that occasion. No, though 
he had been a .John Walter or a Horace 
Greeley. While the royalties and two- 
penny noblemen feasted, the newspaper 


, men were allowed to watch the proceed- 
ings in a little pen that had been fenced 
off for them in the gallery. Loyalty to 
their papers of course compelled them 
to sit in the pen during the feast. 
We 
find that one yoxmg man, more daring 
than the rest, even ventured down upon 
the floor of the banquet hall and near 
the holy person of Billee himself, but 
this impudent knave and varlet was 
summarily fired out, and all the people 
cried amen, while they held up their 
hands in horror. 


But on the steamboat which had been 
furnished by the government for these 
base bom scribblers all to themselves a 
large quantity of champagne was dis- 
tributed, a sort of crumb to a dog from 
Little Billee's royal table. 


Instead of throwing it overboard in 
disgust, as journalists of any pride and 
dignity would have done, the fellows 
on the yacht got swinishly drunk, the 
story goee, fairly wallowed in their own 
degradation.

Niagara represents a potential force 
equal to that of all the coal mined in 
the world, computed at 7,000,000 horse- 
power, all of wdiich has been running to 
waste for countless ages and eons since 
the cataract first blew its trumpet from 
the steep and hung the rainbow amid 
its ascending spray. The economist may 
repine that so much'working energy has 
so long been thrown away, but a senti- 
ment of exultation that some part of it 
is now to be girded in the harness of the 
world's industry is more correctly in or- 
der. 


Skillful engineers declare that the 
available power of the falls, leaving its 
spectacular grandeur entirely unimpair- 
ed, will turn every wheel, run every 
trolley and light every city and town 
within a radius of 200 miles, and one of 
the most eminent among them says it 
can bo conveyed in any desired volume 
as far away as Chicago or New York. 
The first wheel has just been set iu mo- 
tion, equal to the transmission of 5,000 
horsepower, to be increased according 
to existing charters something like one 
hundredfold as the need for it is devel- 
oped. Henceforth Niagara possesses an 
industrial interest equal to that which 
it has always had as one of the most 
majestic spectacles on the globe, this at- 
tribution shorn of none of its glories by 
the creation of its new and stupendous 
utilities. 


The success of the work there shows 
that all waterfalls can be harnessed to 
production and made to do a part of 
man's work, and they will be, one after 
another, all over the world, producing 
industrial effects comparable with those 
following the invention of the steam en- 
gine.

Over 1,000 people, mostly employes of 
the Pennsylvania company, assembled 
at the corner of Clinton and Railroad 
streets at 9 o'clock yesterday morning 
to witness the hoisting of the American 
flag upon the pole recently erected in 
the lawn south of the Pennsylvania 
oflice buildings. 
The ceremony was 
brief, 
patriotic 
and 
interesting. 
Thomas Manary and George Ebner 
raised the fl ig by means of the ropes 
fitted for that purpose and its arrival 
at the top of the pole was the tignal 
for about as much noise as could be 
crowded into a few seconds. 
A small 
cannon, which had been taken into the 
lawn enclosure, was fired rapidly, three 
switch engines emitted 
ear-splitting 
screeches, while the crowd cheered 
with all its might and main. 
There 
were no speeches, songs or reading of 
the Declaration of Independence, as 
the spectators expected, and after ad- 
miring the beautiful stafi and flag for 
some moments, the crowd quietly dis- 
persed. 
No other Indiana city can 
boast of as fine a flagstaff and 
flig as 
th« one erected I y the Pennsylvania 
oflScehoy?. 
The pole is a 
double 
affair, built of Oregon 
fir, 
dressed 
smoothly and painted white. 
The gilt 
ball surmounting it is just 118 feet from 
the ground. 
The flii; is undoubtedly 
the finest in the city. 
It is twenty- 
four by sixteen feet and is coiistructed 
of the most durable material. 
The en- 
tire patriotic outfit was paid for by the 
sixty-five attaches of the offices in thé 
auperintendent's building and it is a 
credit to them. 


CAE IKSP£CT0R BERDJELMAKN DEiD. 


Ernest H. Berdelmann was found 
lying along the Nickel Plate tracks, 
near Harmer street, in an unconscious 
condition shortly after noon yesterday. 
Se was picked up by Lieutenant Lapp 
and the patrol and taken to Hope hos- 
pital. where he died at 1 o'clock this 
morning. 
The deceased was a car in- 
spector, employed by the Nickel Plate, 
and the ciicumstancen surrounding his 
sudden demise, as told by Chief Car In- 
spector Charles E. Stapleford, are as 
follows: 


Mr. Berdelmann reported for duty 
as usual yesterday morning, apparently 
in the beat of health. 
There were 
three sections of No. I passenger train, 
west-bound, and the duties of the car 
inspectors were unusually heavy. How- 
ever, the extra work did not seem to 
disturb the deceased until the arrival 
of the third section of the train, when 
Trainmaster S. K. Blair noticed Bome- 
thing wrong with Berdelmann and called 
Mr. Stapleford's attention to him 
The 
foreman asked the man if he was sick, 
but he said he was "all light," and 
wanted to continue at work.

Mr. Berdelmann evidently went east 
along the tracks. 
The next heard of 
him was through Conductor J. H. 
Frost, of train 38. who telegraphed 
from New Haven that a man was lying 
along the tracks, near Harmer street. 
This was between 12 and I o'clock. 
A 
switch engine went out after him, but 
the patrol had preqeded it and the un- 
fortunate man had been removed before 
the switch crew arrived on the scene. 
During the afternoon and evening Mr. 
Berdelmann 
regained 
consciousness 
and conversed in a rational manner 
with his family and some friends who 
had called to see him. 
Death was un- 
doubtedly due to paralysis. 
A year 
ago Mr. Berdelmann was 
stricken 
down with that disease and was un- 
able to work for nearly six mpnths. 
But he had, apparently, recovered and 
for several months had the appearance 
of a healthy man. 
He was about 
forty-two 
years 
old, 
lived 
at 
66 Barthold street and leaves a wife 
and four children, three boys and a 
girl. 
He was sober, industrious and 
laonest; was a member of the German 
Reformed church, and a christian in 
every sense of the word. 
He was also 
a member of the National Union and 
that organization will probably have 
charge of the funeral. 
His death was 
a sad blow to the wife and children, 
and a severe shock to the Nickel Plate 
employes and others who were ac- 
quainted with him and had learned to 
respect and love him.

The good citizens rally at Williams' 
park yesterday drew to that popular re- 
sort a large crowd of our best people 
who spent the day in a quiet and in- 
terestiuK manner. 
Many took their 
lunch baskets and ate their dinners on 
the grounds while others patronized 
the refreshment stands which were con- 
ducted by the ladies, but all enjoyed 
themselves and the day passed off with- 
out anything to mar the Fourth of July 
pleasures. 


Jn the afternoon exercises of a public 
character were held and the street cars 
and carriages brought many from the 
cUy to attend the meeting. 
1 he speak- 
ers and the participants in the program 
occupied the large platform in the 
park. 
Rev. J. S. Ainelie, the pastor of 
the Congregational church, was tbe 
chairman of the meeting and in a happy 
way introduced the speakers 
The first 
number on the program was a song by 
the Schräder quartet, after which Rev. 
Simpson, the presiding elder of this M. 
E. district led in prayer. Another song 
and then Rev. J. H. Bickford, the 
pastor of the Wayne Street M. E. 
church, was introduced. 
He spoke in 
a forcible and interesting way and was 
followed by Rev. P. J. Rice, the pastor 
of the Christian church. Rev. J. M. 
Boggs, the pastor of the Second Pres- 
byterian church, and Mayor Oakley, 
the latter of whom introduced Hon. S. 
E, Nicholson, the author of the famous 
liquor law bearing his name, and a 
member of the last Indiana legislature, 
who was the principal speaker of the 
day, and who was greeted by the audi- 
ence as he stepped to the front of the 
platform to begin his address. 


Representative Nicholson is a com- 
paratively young looking 
man, ap- 
parently not more than thirty-three 
years of age. 
He has an intelligent 
face, keen black eyes and hair, a dark 
mustache, fine presence, and is an in 
teresting and forcible speaker, not par- 
ticularly eloquent, but earnest, practi- 
cal and plain in everything that he 
says, go that his arguments carry con- 
viction to the minds of his audience. 
He was given a most attentive and in- 
terested heating. 


He began his address by saying that 
he came to Fort Wayne as a citizen of 
the state of Indiana, who was inter 
ested in the cause of good government 
and better citizenship. 
He believed 
that there were some things in our 
laws which were wrong, and 
chief 
among them were the laws which for 
so many years had been in force in re- 
gard to the liquor traffic. He was glad 
to know, however, that there had lately 
come to the front here in Indiana a 
splendid public sentiment upon this 
question. 
It was the opinion of many 
that the temperance sentiment was on 
the wane and the liquor element was 
in the ascendency, but he rejoiced that 
the good citizens of Indiana had come 
to the rescue and that there was now a 
growing sentiment in favor of a more 
rigid enforcement of the laws regulat- 
ing the liquor traffic. 
This is true not 
only in this state, but it is sweeping all 
over the land from ocean to ocean and 
from the gulf to the lakes. 


The liquor traffic is the greatest evil 
of the day. 
It is ruining the lives of 
the youth of our land and carrying tor- 
row and poverty into our homes, and 
had so corrupted 
politics 
that it 
seemed to have voters and politicians 
by the throat, enabling it not only to 
influence legislation in its favor, but 
also to dictate to officials the manner in 
which they should enforce the laws, or 
rather refrain from enforcing the laws 
directed against those who were en- 
gaged in the business of selling intoxi- 
cating liquors. 
There had sprang up a 
dangerous so called liberalism on this 
subject, and it was fast drifting into a 
total disregard for all law. 
The saloon 
element dominated in politics 
and 
with their money and their influence 
they seemed to be able to do just about 
as they pleased. 
The laws were so 
framed that loop holes were left for 
their escape, and hence, when arrested 
lor a violation of them, they were able 
to escape 
punishment 
upon 
legal 
technicalities. 
Indiana 
has had 
the 
worst laws upon this subject of any 
state in the union. 
Men have no right 
to burden society, as the liquor traffic 
does, with paupers and criminals. Such 
a claimed right is not personal liberty, 
and cannot by any sort of argument be 
construed to be such. 
It is simply 
trampling under foot the rights of the 
majority and making them suffer for 
the acts of those who disregard law. If 
intoxicating liquor only carried 
its 
evils to those who use it the case might 
be diSerent, but it is not so. 
Others 
are effected. Homes are ruined, moth- 
ers and children go starving and un- 
clothed, our poor houses and asylums 
are filled and crime and poverty is 
made to exist everywhere. 
The public 
must suffer and do suffer, and it is for 
this reason that they have the right to 
regulate this ruinous liquor traffic. 


It was this question that came up at 
the last session of the Indiana legisla- 
ture. 
What could be done to mitigate 
the evils that flow from the liquor traf- 
fic and how could the domination of 
the saloon be done away with? 
The 
speaker then detailed the introduction 
of the Nicholson bill and its legislative 
history, telling of the opposition that it 
met with and the final compromise 
measure that was paased. 
It was not 
all that its friends asked for or wanted, 
but it was the best that they could do, 
and it was a ione Btep forward in tem 
perance legislation In brief, it enabled 
the officsrs to enforce the laws in re- 
gard to the tale ot liquor aud lesaeiDed 
iho evi-s resultiag from tbia business, 
and as such he was glad to know that 
it met with the approval of the grtat 
majority of the pe-ople of the stalf. He 
then txplaiiied .he ditîerent seciions 
or the bill and coaimeuied upon theui 
in an interesting way. 


No man, Mr Nicholson said, had the 
inherent right to engage in the siloon 


buaineHB aud b»;11 intoxicul.iiig liiiuora 
to his neighbors. 
J'he supreme court 
has decided that it is not an 
inherent 
but a delegated right, and for this 
reason the state has the right to throw 
around the businebs such 
regulations 
and restrictions to lessen its evils as 
the Btftte may see Hi. This was what 
the Nicholson bill did and he had no 
doubt but that the courts would say 
that its provisions wera constitutional 
He had been told by one of the most 
eminent attorneys of Indi«na, a man 
who had sat on its supreme bench, that 
the law was constitutional, and 
many 
other attorneys had expressed to him 
the same opinion. 


The saloon men will, of course, fight 
it upon that ground. 
They will bring 
all the power that money can bring to 
have it declared unconstitutional 
in 
the courts 
They are active in their 
opposition to it. 
They will do all they 
can do to defeat it, and it is the duty 
of every good citizen to meet them and 
fight for its maintenance just as hard as 
the 
saloonkeepers 
fight 
against it. 
They ought to return blow for blow 
It is only in this way that it can be 
made effective. Men who are in favor 
of good citizenship and better enforce- 
ment of the laws along this line ought 
not to expect that the officers will fight 
single handed against the combined 
power of the liquor element. 
If they 
are left to do BO the saloon will be 
triumphant and law and order will go 
down in defeat. 
He closed with an 
eloquent plea for the help of every 
citizen in maintaining this bill and its 
enforcement, the fight on which, he 
said, had only just begun and which 
would wage in every section of the 
state. 
• 


Mr. Nicholson was the guest during 
his stay in this city of Rev. P. J. Rice. 
He arrived in this city shortly after 
noon yesterday from Peru, and left 
last night for Brazil, where he speaks 
at a good citizenship meeting tonight. 
In conversation with a SENTINEL repre- 
sentative, after the delivery of his ad- 
dress yesterday, he said: 


"I am very glad indeed to see the 
general way in which tho new law is 
being obeyed. 
I think as a rule we 
are having a general observance, 
and 
there are only a few places in the state 
where it is being openly violated, and 
that is a plan of the liquor people to 
have it tested in the supreme court, 
have no fear of the trial. 
I am en- 
gaged now in the work of organizing 
good citizens' leagues, and that is what 
we will have to back us in addition to 
other things. We aim to see the merits 
of the law presented at the proper time 
] have been impressed with the reports 
that so many are observing the 11 
o'clock closing part of the law, and it 
shows wisdom on the part of the saloon 
men." 


Mr. Nicholson is a minister of the 
Christian church, but for a long time 
he has had no regular charge. 
A few 
years ago he edited a morning paper at 
his home in Kokomo, but it failed after 
a short existence. 
Last fall he was 
selected to represent his county in the 
lower house of the state assembly, and 
on taking his seat began at once to 
evolve the measure which was the fea- 
ture of the legislature. 
He is presi- 
dent of the State League of Good 
Citizens and is going around at present 
and assisting in the organization of 
branch sbcieties. 
He 
says he has 
enough engagements to keep him busy 
until October, but cannot hope to fill 
all of them. There are over 100 leagues 
at present, he says, but the "^ork is 
only fairly begun.

SURPRISING 
GROWTH. 


The 
Census Shows a Remarkable 
Drift 
Cityward. 


The city and state censuses of popu- 
lation and the enumeration of voters 
now being taken in some neighboi'hoods 
show that the siu-pi-ising growth of cit- 
ies made evident by the national census 
of 1890 is .still in progress, 


Newark, N. J,, by a census just fin- 
ished, shows a population of 215,672, 
with 45,453 families and 27,373 homes. 
As the population in 1890 was 181,880 
there has been an increase of nearly 
34,000 inhabitants. 
Cleveland, accord- 
ing to an enumeration of voters, has 
now a population of 407,265, an increase 
of 145,000 since 1890. 
Buffalo is also 
claiming an increase of 90,000 in five 
years, which would bring its present 
population up to 850,000. The claims of 
Chicago, which appear to be justified by 
the vote of the city, place its population 
at 1,695,000, which is an increase of 
600,000 over the population in that city 
in 1890. 
Doubtless if censuses were 
taken in other cities most of them would 
show a large growth in the five years 
passed since the national census was 
taken. 


There is doubtless some natural ex- 
aggeration in these claims, but there is 
enough in them to prove that the drift 
cityward made evident by the census of 
1890 is still in operation. 
It was then 
shown that 39.12 in each 100 of popu- 
lation in this country lived in cities. 
This was an increase of 6.5 over the 
census of 1880. 
The total number of 
people found living in cities five years 
ago was 18,235,672. But if the censuses 
of cities now being taken are an indica- 
tion much over one-third of the people 
will be found residing in municipalities 
in 1900. 
The depressed times of 1893, 
which, it was hoped, would turn the 
attention of people coimtryward, do not 
seem to have affected the situation at 
all.—Philadelphia Press. 


Diphtlieria Autitoxine. 


Dr. Allen M. Thomas, attending phy- 
sician of the Nursery and Child's hospi- 
tal of this city, has published an inter- 
esting report as to the effect of injec- 
tions of diphtheria autitoxine designed 
to immunize children who had been ex- 
posed to infection in that institution. 
"The conclusions," says Dr. Thomas, 
which seem not only justifiable but 
fairly inevitable to be drawn from this 
report are as follows: 
1. The evident 
value of antitoxine in affording a cer- 
tain period of immunity against the in- 
fection of diphtheria. 
2. The apparent 
harmlessness of its use in this way with 
children, even of tender age and condi- 
tion. '' The record is a valuable contribu- 
tion to the accumulated evidence con- 
cerning the prophylactic value and effect 
of injections of the antidiphtheritic se- 
rum.—New York Times.

The 1'nited States department of 


agriculture ia devoting much attention 
to tbe matter of road improvement, and 
its office of road inquiry already has 
issued iixteen bulletins or pamphlets 
relating to the subject. 
One of the 


latest contains notes on the employ- 
ment of convicts in connection with 
road building, the compilation being 
by Special Agent and Engineer Roy M. 
.Stone. Some attention is given to con- 
vict road work in the south and es- 
pecially in North Carolina, and J. A. 
Holmes, of the state road association, is 
quoted in advocacy Of the actual em- 
ployment of convicts except for the 
preparation of crushed Dtone at quar* 
ries. 


The plan is advocated by J. S. Brew- 


ster in tho Good Roads Maga/ine. 
He 


would have a state plant established at 
points near the present state prisons 
for the production of broken stone in 
sizes available for road building. This 
product he would have delivered in 
the various sections of the state at a 
uniform price, an average being fixed 
high enough to cover the cost to the 
state. Each isction is to ba given an 
equal opportunity with all tbe others 
for the purchase of the stone, in pro- 
portion to its length of road. 
This 


plan, he believes, would give the con- 
v'.cts employment, and at the same 
time afford a fair supply of cheap road 
materials. 


Many objections can be raised to this 


system, yet it seems to have found 
lavor in some of the states. Delaware 
has passed a road law with provisions 
of this character, a similar law has been 
proposed for Iowa, and provisions not 
very diBerent have been adopted in 
California. 
At Clinton prison, in New 


York, there has been & trial of convict 
roadmaking, but it does not appear 
that the system was economical enough 
to warrant its general adoption. 


The discussion of plans is encourag- 


ing mainly as an indication that inter- 
est in good roads is- growing, and that 
improvement is sure to come. 
At this 


time it is impossible to Bay what plan 
will prove most advantageous. . Prob- 
ably what will be best for one state will 
not meet the needs of another state 
with widely different conditions. Each 
must work out the problem in its own 


way, 
taking into consideration the ma- 


terials available, the nature of the pres- 
ent roads, the cost of transportation 
and all other factors. The gratifying 
iact at present is that there is agitation 
ol the subject enough to insure road 
improvement at an early day 
In 


many of the states the governors in 
their annual messages have given the 
subject special attention, and local dis- 
cueaion of the subject is noted oh every 
hand. On many accounts it io desir- 
able that convict labor should be em- 
ployed in roBdmakiug, but it should 
not be undertaken until some plan is 
eniolved which will overcome a ma 
jority of the objections now raised

The new fise*l year of the United 


States goivrnment, which began this 
week, promises to bring a much more 
satisfactory liaancial record than the 
two years which preceded it. There is 
every reason to believe that the re- 
ceipts of the government will equal (lie 
expenditures and that the record of de- 
ficits which has been carried on from 
month to month for more than two 
years past will end with the current 
month, The June revenue exceeded 
tho expenditures by about two million 
dollars. This month the payment of 
interest and of some other accounts 
which fall due at tho semi annual peri- 


ods, 
will make the total expenditure 


somewhat greater than the receipts, 
but after those payments are made, the 
treasury department expects clear sail- 


ing. 


The record for the entire year now 


beginning is almost certain to show a 
surplus of revenues. This anticipation 
is based on the expectation that the 
improvement in business now in pro- 
gress will continue. No one who is in- 
formed on the subject doubts that, the 
Wilson law will provide adequate reve- 
nues for the government in times of 
normal trade conditions, 
The deficits 


of the past two years were the results 
of the reduced volume of business, the 
lessened consumption of liquors and to- 
bacco and the falling off in purchases 
of imported goods. 


The deficit of the fiscal year just 


closed amounted to forty'three and one- 
half million dollars. If the income tax 
law had not bean declared unconstitu- 
tional the revenue from that, would 
have been sufficient almost, if not fully, 
to meet this deficit, so that Secretary 
Carlisle's estimates of last December 
were about right. The deficit of the 
preceding year was nearly seventy mil- 
lions, making 11." millions for the two 
yeara. In that time three issues of 
bonds aggregating 175 million dollars, 
for the purpose of maintaining the gold 
reserve, were made, so that the nation- 
al treasury now contains sixty-four mil- 
lions more than it held two years ago, 
notwithstanding the great deficit. The 
cash balance at the present time is 195 
millions, of which 107 millions is in 
jiold and is held to redeem the out- 
standing demand obligations of the 
government in the form of United 
States notes and treasury notes of 
1890, 


when they are presented for payment. 
A large part of the remaining eighty- 
eight millions is available to meet any 
possible deficits, BO there is no reason 
for any uneasiness over tho revenues of 
the treasury for the current year. 


Drunken Newspaper Hen. 


A dull red flush of shame must have 


ilowly crept ovur tho face of every de- 
cent newspaper man in America as he 
read tho closing proceedings of the Bal- 
tic canal festivities. The only incident 
that inarm! the dignity of the ceremo- 
nies, on that occasion was the drunkeu 
spree of tho correspondents and report-' 
ers. If the story told is trae, it also 
throws a calcium light on the status of 
journalists in the German empire. 


Not a noyspaper editor in England, 


Germany or Uie United States would 
have been considered good enough to be 
invited as a guest to any of Little Bil- 
lee's feasts on that occasion. No, though 
lie had been a John Walter or a Horace 
Greeley. While the royalties and two- 
penny noblemen feasted, the newspaper 
men were allowed to watch the proceed- 
ings in a little pen that had been fenced 
off for them in the gallery.

With ouu end of a ropo about her ana 


and tho other end tied to the tail of a 
"silver king" weighing 190 pounds, 
Mrs. Richard Talbot was dragged 
through the waters of the gulf of Mex- 
ico a few days ago at a terrific rate of 
speed. The lady, with her hiisbaud and 
sou Willie, aged 19 years, went dowii 
to the beach to search for turtle eggs. 
JJr. Talbot soon got tired of this sport 
and got into his boat to go down the 
bay to fish, leaving Mrs. Talbot and 
Willie still hunting tor eggs. Soon after 
her husband left Mrs. Talbot noticed a 
great commotion among a school of 
porpoises near tho shore. 
They scorned 


to be pursuing something, and in a few 
minutes a great wave landed a monster 
tarpon 011 tho beach. 


There wero four porpoises clinging to 


tho fish, and it seemed greatly exhaust- 
ed by the attack of its enemies. With 
an oar Mrs. Talbot drove off tho por- 
poises and shouted to Willie to bring a 
rope from the boathouso, which was 
near. When tho boy came, with thetfope, 
tho lady lashed one end about tho river 
king's tail and wrapped tho other about 
her arm. 
Then she and Willie tried to 


draw the great fish higjor np on tho 
beach. As soou as the tarpou felt the 
tug on tho rope he gave a flounce and 
rolled into the water, dragging Mrs.

1 he speak- 
ers and the participants in the program 
occupied the large platform in the 
park. Rev. J. S. Ainslie, the pastor of 
,he Congregational church, was the 
chairman of the meeting and in a happy 
way introduced the speakers 
The first 


number on the program was a song by 
;he Schrader quartet, after which Rev. 
Simpson, the presiding elder of this M. 
E. district led in prayer. Another song 
and then Rev. J. H. Bickford, the 
pastor of the Wayne Street M. 
church, was introduced. He spoke in 
a forcible and interesting way and was 
followed by Rev. P. J Rice, the pastor 
of the Christian church, Rev. J. M. 
Boggs, the pastor of the Second Pres- 
byterian church, and Mayor Oakley, 
the latter of whom introduced Hou S 
E. Nicholson, the author of the famous 
liquor law bearing his name, and a 
member of the last Indiana legislature, 
who was the principal speaker of the 
day, and who was greeted by the audi- 
ence as he stepped to the front of the 
platform to begin his address. 


Representative Nicholson is a com 


paratively young looking 
man, ap- 


parently noi more than thirty-three 
years of age 
He has an intelligent 


face, keen black eyes and hair, a dark 
mustache, fine presence, and is an in- 
teresting and forcible «peaker, not par 
ticularly eloquent, but earnest, practi- 
cal and plain in everything that he 
says, so that his arguments carry con- 
viction to the minds of his audience. 
He was given a most attentive and in- 
terested heating 


He began his address by saying thai 


he came to Fort Wayne as a citizen o; 
the state of Indiana, who was inter 
ested in the cause of good government 
and better citizenship. 
He believed 


that there were some things in our 
laws which were wrong, and 
chiei 


among them were the laws which for 
so many years had been in force in re- 
gard to the liquor traffic. 
He was glad 


to know, however, that there had lately 
come to the front here in Indiana a 
splendid public sentiment upon this 
question. It wag the opinion of many 
that the temperance sentiment was on 
the wane and the liquor element was 
in the ascendency, but he rejoiced thai 
the good citizenn of Indiana had coma 
to the rescue and that there was now a 
growing sentiment in favor of a more 
rigid enforcement of the laws regulat 
ing the liquor traffic. 
This is true noi 


only in this state, but it is sweeping ali 
over the laud from ocean to ocean anc 
from the gulf to the lakes. 


The liquor traffic is the greatest evi 


of the day. It is ruining the lives o 
the youth of our land and carrying eor 
row and poverty into our homes, anc 
had so corrupted politics 
that it 


seemed to have voters and politicians 
by the throat, enabling it not only to 
influence legislation in its favor, bu 
also to dictate to officials the manner in 
which they .hould enforce the laws, or 
rather refrain from enforcing the laws 
directed against those who were en 
gaged in the business of selling intoxi 
caung liquors. There had sprang up a 
dangerous so called liberalism on this 
subject, and it was fast drifting into a 
total disregard for all law. The saloon 
element dominated in politics and 
with their money and their influence 
they seemed to be able to do just about 
as they pleased. The laws were so 
framed that loop holes were left for 
their escape, and hence, when arrester 
ior a violation of them, they were able 
to escape 
punishment 
upon lega 


technicalities. Indiana has had the 
worst laws upon this subject of any 
state in the union, Men have no righ 
to burden society, as the liquor traffic 
does, with paupers and criminals. Such 
a claimed right is not personal liberty 
and cannot by any sort of argument be 
construed to be such. It is aimpl; 
trampling under foot the rights of th 
majority and making them suffer for 
the acts of those who disregard law. I 
intoxicating liquor only carried its 
evils to those who use it the case rnigh 
be different, but it is not so. Others 
are effected. Homos are ruined, moth 
era and children go starving and un 
clothed, our poor houses and asylums 
are filled and crime and poverty is 
made to exist everywhere. The public 
must Buffer and do suffer, and it is for 
this reason that they have the right to 
regulate this ruinous liquor traffic, 


H wan this question that came up a1 


the last session of the Indiana legisla 
lure. What could be done to mitigate 
the evils that flow from the liquor traf 
fie and how could the domination o 
the saloon be done away with'/' The 
speaker then detailed the introduction 
of the Nicholson bill and its tegislativi 
history, telling of the opposition that i 
met with and the final compromise 
measure that waa paasedi. It was no' 
all that its friends asked for or wanted 
but it was the best that they could do 
and it was a Ions atep forward in tern 
perance legislation In brief, it enable; 
the ofEc-Brs to enforce the laws in re 
gard to the sale ol liquor and kssenec 
the evils lesulting from this business 
and as such he was glad to know tha 
it met with the approval of tbe grea 
majority of the people of the state H< 
then explained ,he different aeelioos 
of the bill and commented upon them 
in an interesting way. 


No man, Mr Nicholson said, had th 


inherent right to engage in the saloon 


nd sell intoxicating liquors 


0 his neighbors. The supreme court 
iaa decided that it is not an inherent 
but a delegated right, and for this 
reason the atate has the right to throw 
iround the business such regulations 
and restrictions to lessen its evils as 
,he state may see rii. This was what 
.he Nicholson bill did and he had no 
doubt but that the courts would say 
hat its provisions wera constitutional 
le had been told by one of the most 
eminent attorneys of Indi«na, a man 
who had sat on its supreme bench, that 
the law was constitutional, and many 
other attorneys hao! expressed to him 
the same opinion. 


The saloon men will, of course, fight 


t upon that ground. They will bring 
all the power that money can bring to 
lave it declared unconstitutional in 
the courts They are active in their 
opposition to it. They will do all they 
can do to defeat it, and it is the duty 
of every good citizen to meet them and 
fight for its maintenance just as hard as 
the saloonkeepers fight against it. 
They ought to return blow for blow 
It ia only in this way that it can be 
made etlective. Men who are in favor 
of good citizenship and belter enforce 
meat of the laws along this line ought 
not to expect that the officers will fight 
single handed against the combined 
power of the liquor element 
If they 


.re left to do so the saloon will be 
triumphant and law and order will go 
down in defeat. He closed with an 
eloquent plea for the help of every 
citizen in maintaining this bill and its 
enforcement, the fight on which, he 
said, had only just begun and which 
would wage in every section of the 
atate. 
• 


Mr. Nicholson waa the guest during 


his stay in this city of Rev. P. J Rice. 
He arrived in this city shortly after 
noon yesterday from Peru, and le't 
last night for Brazil, where he speaks 
at a good citizenship meeting tonight 
In conversation with a SENTINEL repre 
sentative, after the delivery of his ad 
dress yesterday, he said: 


"I am very glad indeed to see the 


general way in which the new law is 
being obeyed. I think as a rule we 
are having a general observance, and 
there are only a few places in the state 
where it is being openly violated, am 
that is a plan of the liquor people to 
have it tested in the supreme court, 
have no fear of the trial. I am en 
gaged now in the work of organizing 
good citizens' leagues, and that is wha 
we will have to back us in addition t< 
other things. We aim to see the merit 
of the law presented at the proper time 
1 have been impressed with the reports 
that so many are observing the 1 
o'clock closing part of the law, and i 
shows wisdom on the part of the saloon 
men." 


Mr. Nicholson it a minister of 


Christian church, but for a long time 
he has had no regular charge. 
A few 


years ago he edited a morning paper a 
his home in Kokomo, but it failed afte 
a short existence. 
Last fall he was 


selected to represent his county in thi 
lower house of the state assembly, am 
on taking his seat began at once tc 
evolve the measure which was the fea 
tare of the legislatures He is presi 
dent of ,the State League of Good 
Citizens and is going around at presen 
and assisting in tbe organization o 
branch societies. 
He says he has 


enough engagements to keep him busy 
until October, but cannot hope to fil 
all of them There are over 100 league 
at present, he says, but the work i 
only tairly begun.

SURPRISING GROWTH. 


The Census Shows A Tlemarkablo X>rlft 


Cityward. 


Tbe city and state censuses of popu- 


lation and the enumeration of voters 
now being taken in some neighborhoods 
show that, the smpnaing growth of cit- 
ies made e.vident by the national census 
of 1890 is still m progress 


Newaik, N. J , by a census just fin- 


ished, suow-s a population of 215,672, 
with 43,438 families aud 27,373 homes. 
As the population in 1890 wae 181,830 
there has been an increase of nearly 
84,000 inhabitants. Cleveland, accord 
ing to an enumeration of voters, has 
nownpopnliition of 407,205, ari increase 
of 143,000 siucn 1890. 
Buffalo is also 


claiming an increase of 90,000 in five 
years, which wcmld bimg its preseii 
population up to 850,000 Tho claims of 
Chicago, which appear to be justified b; 
the vote of tho city, place its population 
at 1,695,000, which is an increase o: 
600,000 over the population in that city 
in 1890. Doubtless if censuses were 
taken in other cities most of them wonlc 
show a largo growth in tho five years 
pawed sinco the national census was 
taken 


There is doubtlass soino natural ex 


aggeration in tlieso claims, but there is 
enough m them to prove that the drif 
ciiyward mado evident by the census o 
1890 is still in operation. It was then 
shown that 29.13 in" each 100 of popu 
lation in this country lived in cities 
This was an increase of 6.5 over the 
census of 1P80. The total number ol 
people found living in cities five years 
agowas 18,235,672. Bat if the censuses 
of cities now being taken are an indica 
tion much over one-third of the peopli 
will be found residing in municipalities 
in 1900. The depressed tunes of 1893 
which, it was hoped, would turn the 
attention of people conutryward, do no 
seem to have affected the situation at 
all.—Philadelphia Press.

Diphtheria Antitoxlne. 


Dr. Allen M. Thomas, attending phy- 


sician of the Nursery and Child's hospi- 
tal of this city, has published an inter- 
esting report as to the effect of injec- 
tions of diphtheria antitoxine designed 
to Jmmuni/o children who had been ex- 
posed to infeetiou m that institution. 
"The conclusions," says Dr. Thomas, 
"which seem not only justifiable but 
fairly inevitable to be drawn from this 
report are as follows: 1. Tbe evident 
value of antitoxmo in affording a cer- 
tain period of immunity against the in- 
fection of diphtheria 
2.. The apparent 


harmlessness of its use in this way with 
children, even of tender age and condi- 
tion. '' The record is a valuable contribu- 
tion to the accumulated evidence con- 
cerning the prophylactic value and effect 
of injections of the antidiphtheritic se- 
rum,—New, York Times.
